HINTS TO TEACHERS No. 4. 
Tha Spelling Lesson. 

The spelling lesson is one of lite 
bright things in almost every school 
because it is something like a 
It calls out interest and 
It is one study in which 
and marking of the 
be absolutely accu- 
just. Every word is either 
•pelted correctly or misspelled. 

But while the spelling lesson is 
such an admirable "waker up" of 
intellectual activity in the way of 
memory and accuracy, it is too of- 
ten a barren exercise because it 
does not bring out the thought that 
really lurks in the meanings of 
words. It is rather stultifying to 
a pupil to spell words with which 
he is not acquainted, and the de- 
finition of words in many diction- 
aries are uninteresting and unpro- 
fitable, and sometimes they are not 
understood any better than the 
words themselves I 

A very pleasant way of learning 
to spell is in writing of sentences. 
We learn a new word naturally as 
it comes with other words in a 
sentence. Any teacher can select 
interesting short stories and read 
them to the class slowly, lettins 
them write them down. They will 
be sure to know the meanings of 
the words and the papers can be 
corrected for spelling as well as for 
punctuation and the use of capi- 
By taking pains one can get 
of bright sentences which 
contain all the common words we 
wish our students to spell. 

We recently saw a "made-up' 
sentence full of good words which 
are often misspelled. The sentence 
is said to have been passed around 
to a good many highly educated 
people, but nearly everyone is »ure 
to miss some word which it con- 
"It is agreeable to view the 
arrassment of a

Councilman Seale Tells of Six Years 
Progress ia Berea Improvements 

(Reprinted by rcquett.) 

It it difficult for the uninformed 
to appreciate just how much hat 
been done in Berea in the thort 
•■pace of six years. 

1. Fair appraisement Six years 
ago the assessed valuation of prop- 
erty was ahout 9250,000, some of the 
smaller property was assessed for 
ultnost its full value while other 
larger properties were assessed for 
as low as 10 per cent of their value 
One piece I recall worth at least 
97.000 was assessed at 9700. 

Last year the assessed valuation 
of the property was nearly 9500,000 
and while the work of the Board of 
Humiliation was not perfect, there 
were no glaring discrepancies. Each 
piece of property in Berea is bear- 
ing just about its fair share of the 
taxes. 

3 Good Collections. Six years 
ago the council levied a tax of 25 
< i iits per 9100 and collected with 
the poll lax about 9500 leaving about 
one-third of the tax uncollected. 
The board also found about the first 
of January when all tax was sup- 
posed to be accounted for that a 
deputy collector had collected 9195 
and none to another city to live and 
had not accounted for any of this 
money and had to be threatened 
with n suit before settlement could 
be effected. 

Last year a tax of 55' centa was 
lev ied due on the llrst day of Au- 
gust, and at this date I am sure 
there is not 925 of last year's tax 
uncollected and not over 9200 of the 
present year— practically all of 
which will be collected before Jan. 
I. 1914. 

3. Money whan needed Six 

years ago the tax was not collectible 
until December I. That made it im- 
1 possible to ute the money in con- 
structing streets, etc., in the summer 
and fall. This has been changed to 
Unit ttx it due in Augutt and the 
money is available when it is need- 
ed 

4. Concrete Sidewalk* Six years 
ago there waa not one piece of con- 
crete sidewalk in Berea. Today 
Berea is as well provided with side- 
walks as uny town of its size in the 
slate In fact. I think the zeal to 
••VMle sidewalks led the council! 
a little too fa 
walks were |atd. but 
good than harm resulted from the 
whole movement. Then, too, the 
councils in the early part of the 
"walk-laying" period were not in- 
sistent enough that the walks be 
laid to grade and some ugly places 
have resulted, but Berea has today 
more model sidewalk than any small 
town I have known. 

9. Stock off Streets Six yean 
ago slock could not be forced off the 
streets of Berea. Every case that 
M up was defeated. Today Be- 
rea has ordinances by which ttock 
be kept off the ttreett and the 



years ago if a man was arrested in 
Berea he had to be guarded, sent to 
jail at Richmond or turned loose- - 
most often the latter. Order was 
poor. Today we have a courtroom 
and a good jail and it has had a 
"toning" effect upon the morals of 
the town. 

7. A Marshal on the Spot. 8ix 
years ago the Marshal worked for 
his fees and only worked when he 
thought the money was in sight. To- 
day the Marshal is paid a salary and 
his fees beside and is on the spot 
when needed. Oood order is the 
result. 

S. 10.000 Fttt of Standard Road. 

Six years ago the town of Berea 
on its own account had never built 
a street. Various individuals by 
subscription had constructed slate 
pikes thru the town and for many 
years (Depot Street excepted) the 
only repairs on the streets were 
made with slate, 
six years the town 
gellier have expended more than 
915.000 on the streets, the college 
ro;iiribu»ing about one third. 

The first great task was to make 
some repairs and for three years no 
new roads were built. Big Hill pike, 
Main Street, Chestnut Street, Rich- 
mond Street, Railroad Street, Cen- 
ter Street and Boone Street were 
repaired and surfaced with metal. 

The town owned no machinery 
and so the work was imperfectly 
done Then came the "government" 
toad, built by the. college with the 
town contributing 91.000. And since 
lhat time Berea has built 7.500 feet 
of standard street and before Jan. 
Rrt! should have 2,500 more complet- 
ed. The college has bought a good 
Mean roller so that road-making 
will be both cheaper and better. 

9. Sanitation. Six years ago noth- 
ing had been done toward sanitation 
in the town, though the college cared 
for its own territory in a way that 
set a good example and largely pro- 
tected its neighbors. During the 
past six years much has been done 
in the way of making Berea more 
healthful. 

(a) That street gutters have been 
Treer from filth. 

(b) The waste from stores has 
been removed and a semi-annual 
"clean up" day established when the 
town furnishes teams to haul away 
all rubbish from private houses. 

(c) Vacant lots have been kept 
cleaner, tho not as they should be. 

(d) Sanitary closets have been re- 
quired by ordinance and many have 
made them hut the ordinance hat 
not been fully enforced. This should 
be done. 

(e) A regular inspection week hat 
been established and all lllthy pla- 
ces reported to council and thus 
much sickness prevented. 

There are many other things 
which have been done in the past 
six years but the above is a fairly 
good outline of the work. 

I shall only suggest a few thing! 

the future. 

1. The jcreat thing should be to 
continue the present policy of im- 
provement with helpful coopera- 
tion between the council and the 
college as well as other property 
holders. The Council 
working to a big plan 
in all the interests of all parts of 
the town. This big plan must never 
be lott sight of. 

| Berea should have a water 
system and came near voting it a 
year ago. Some plan should be de- 
vised by which this could be pro- 
cured. This is essential to the 
i health of the people. 

3. The next board should appoint 
a city health officer. The need of 
such an officer is too patent to need 
discussion. 

4. Berea should hue a man to 
work all the time constantly mak- 
ing little road repairs and thut pre- 
venting larger ones. 

This will be the greatest saving 
to the tax payer. An expensive 
iiiuu is not uecessary. A little ei- 
uerimenliug will bring the right
